The five principles, which President Wilson designated as 


America's peace program were as follows ; 


"First, the impartial justice meted out must involve no dis- 


crimination between those to whom we wish to be just and those to 
whom we do not wish to he just. It must be justice that plays 
no favorites and knows no standard but the equal rights of the 
several peoples concerned. 


"Second, no special or separate interest of any single nation 


or any group of nations can be made the basis of any part of the 
settlement which is not consistent with the common interests of all. 


"Third, there can he no league or alliances or special coven- 


ants and understandings within the general and common familv 
of the league of nations. 


"Fourth, and more specifically, there can be no special, sel- 


fish economic combinations within' the league and no employment 
of any form of economic boycott or exclusion except as the power 
"f economic penalty by exclusion from the markets of the world 
may- be vested in the league of nations itself as a means of dis- 
cipline and control. 


"Fifth, all international agreements and treaties 
of

kind must be made known in their entirety to the rest

system has so altered the situation 
eince the ilrst drawing that the order 
man's order In his class, and several 
considerations decide his class. 


As an example the first number out 


of the bowl might be 24S, Number 
248 might bo held by a man 43 years 
c.Id, married, and having children. The 
fact that'his number is tha first drawn 
stands for nothing at all. He would 
automatically go in tho fourth clnsn 
for dependency and unless tha gov- 
ernment 'reverses its policy of not in- 
vading the deferred classifications he 
iipv^r would be called for service.

Want a single man In the army who is 
actually needed at home. All these 
conditions reduce tho relative .Import- 
ance of fi man's position in "the draw- 
ing to his likelihood for service. 


When tho question of /telegraphing 


the order of the numbers 06 all over 
the United States was fully investi- 
gated It WIIB found that to do so would 
have entirely occupied nil the facilities 
for distributing' news for at least 24 
hours continuously. 


It meant that for 21 straight hours, 


possibly more, not a single* word of 
news of the war or events at home 
could havo boon published by 
the 


newspapers. Tho plan o f having- tho 
povernment -use its own machinery— 
through the'. boards—to distribute the 
numbers was 
then evolved and It 


brought (he added ad vantage of mak- 
ing the Hat when finally published an 
official ono ot which boards and reg- 
istrants could absolutely depend.
